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MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD: 

The Director spoke with Mr. Arthur C. Perry, Administrative 
Assistant to Senator Lyndon B, Johnson and advised Mr. Perry 
that the White House had asked the Director to get in touch with 
the Senator and put himself at the Senator's disposition ior a briefing; 
that it was nothing urgent, but that the Director just wanted the 
Senator to know that he was available. The Director mentioned 
that he had tried to reach the Senator at hie Ranch but was informed 
that he would be away for a few days, and the Director just wanted 
him to know that he had tried to reach him. The Director also 
mentioned that he was briefing Senator Kennedy on Saturday. 

The Director then asked Mr. Perry if he would know when the 
Senator returned to the Ranch, and Mr. Perry indicated that he 
would be advised. The Director said he would very much appreciate 
it if Mr. Perry would let this office know so that we might be in touch 
with the Senator at his Ranch. 
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
